Key to Battle of Ukraine? 


Ankara sources reported that the Black sea seems to have been chosen as the setting for a de- 


cisive battle between the Axis and Allies for control of the Ukraine. Arrows show how Axis naval units, 
operating from Black sea bases in Rumania and Bulgaria, could hit at Russian land forces behind the 
present Ukraine front along the Dnieper river, attack the Crimea and strike at Batuin, western terminus 
of the oil line from the Baku oil fields. Dotted area represents territory occupied by Axis forces or under 
Axis domination. 


Washington, Sept. 16 (AP)—Stripped for action, the 


United States Atlantic fleet took under the protection of its 
guns today all Lease-Lend cargoes in transit on the Atlantic 
between the North American continent and Iceland. 


The zero-hour for this new phase of operations was 12:01 


a. m., and the widely accepted view in authoritative quarters 
here was that it meant The start of actual convoy duty by 
U. S. Naval vessels along a 2,000-mile stretch of the North 
Atlantic. 


Literally, the new naval policy as enunciated by Sec- 


retary Knox was to provide protection "as adequate as 
we can make it" in the designated area, with all fleet 
units under specific orders "to capture or destroy by 
every means at their disposal" every Axis raider en- 
countered. 


With the Atlantic fleet charged with the responsibility 


of safeguarding British and all other cargo vessels in the 
expanses west of Iceland, the Royal Navy could concentrate 
its efforts on guaranteeing safe passage through the«perilous 
800-mile stretch between Iceland and the British Isles. 


Arm Merchant Ships 
• 


In a companion move to ease Brit- 


ain's shipping burdens, American 
merchantmen were given explicit 
permission to cany arms and muni- 
tions to many parts of the vast 
British empire. 


The State Department announced 


a ruling by Attorney General Bid- 
die -last night which held that Presi- 
dent 
Roosevelt's 
Neutrality Act 


proclamation at the outbreak of the 
war in 1939 did not bar American 
ships from transporting implements 
of war to any portion of the British 
empire except the United Kingdom, 
Australia, New Zealand. Union of 
South Africa and areas blocked by 
Neutrality Act "combat zones." 


The effect of the ruling was to 


clear the way for the flow of muni- 
tions to_ American ships to^jmmer- 
ous British colonies and possessions, 
some of them of strategic proxim- 
ity to theatres of active operations 
and others of potential future im- 
portance. 


Probe Neutrality Act 


Meanwhile, administration 
lead- 


ers in the Senate were mulling over 
the whole broad question of the ex- 
isting neutrality law and the report 
was they were undecided on how 
far they should go hi seeking its 
overhaul. 


Methods of changing it were dis- 


cussed at yesterday's legislative con- 
ference with President Roosevelt. 
Congressional leaders revealed, but 
they said the only decision reached 
was that Mr. Roosevelt would rec- 
ommend no changes before Octo- 
ber l. 


Leaders conceded they might face 


a real fight in any effort to revamp 
the neutrality law, which prevents 
American ships from traveling to 
specified belligerent countries, pro- 
hibits Americans from traveling on 
belligerent vessels except under reg- 
ulations issued by the President, re- 
quires transfer of title before goods 
can be shipped to belligerent na- 
tions, and bans the arming of Amer- 
ican merchant ships.

Motorists were warned by CoL 
Lynn G- Adams, commissioner 
of the state police, today that 
orders of soldiery directing 
traffic during movement of 
convoys should be obeyed "in 
the interest of the safety of all 
concerned.'"

detailed memorandum 
from 


William Mather Lewis, state direc- 
tor of Selective Service, on the ex- 
act procedure to be followed in 
seeking the discharge from military 
service of soldiers who are "key em- 
ployes in industry" has been 
re- 


I ceived by the two Adams county 
Selective Service boards. 


The memorandum states: "The 


civilian employe, who held a key po- 
sition prior to his induction or en- 
listment, and whose services are 
now required by his former employ- 
er by reason of the expansion of in- 
dustrial activities or the shortage of 
skilled employes in his classifica- 
tion, may be relieved from rnilitary 
service in order that he may return 
to his civilian position." 


Must Be "Key" Man 


It must be established however 


that the soldier is, in fact, a key 
man who is specifically needed and 
the company involved must agree to 
re-employ the soldier immediately 
upon his release from military serv- 
ice. 
There will be no general clas- 


sification of all applicants for dis- 
charge but each case will be con- 
sidered and decided upon its own 
merits, the communication states. 
A separate. request, made out in 
triplicate, and addressed directly to 
the Under Secretary of War must 
be submitted under oath and on a 
specified form for 
each 
soldier 


seeking discharge. 


"Apparent misalignment (of sol- 


diers to specific duties in the Army) 
will not be entertained as a reason 
for release from military service," 
the memorandum asserts.

MILK PRICES 


BOOSTED IN 


40 COUNTIES 


Harrisburg, Sept. 16 (AP)—The 


price of milk goes up one cent a 
quart in 40 Pennsylvania counties 
today. The Milk Control Commis- 
sion says it is considering boost- 
ing the retail rates in a half-dozen 
other large marketing areas. 


A rise from 12 to 13 cents a quart 


goes into effect in area 13, the Wil- 
liamsport-Sayre-Athens district, and 
a jump from 11 to 12 cents was im- 
posed today in the so-called state- 
wide district, enveloping nearly two- 
thirds of the state geographically 
though only 16 per cent of the popu- 
lation. 


Other Increases 


Similar penny increases have been 


made in Philadelphia and Pitts- 
burgh, where the price now is 13 
and 14 cents, respectively. A 13- 
cent rate seems likely for the other 
larger areas, said. Chairman John 
M. McKee. 


The latest hearing scheduled was

area, on September 18. There the 
price is 12 cents a quart for grade 
B milk, and the farmer gets S2.70 
per hundredweight for class 1, 4 per 
cent butterfat milk. 


"We had recent hearings and are 


preparing orders now covering area 
10, in the Huntingdon and Clear- 
field region," McKee said, "and oth- 
er hearings were held for Allentown.

START SURVEY 
ON SHORTAGE 


OF TEACHERS 


Harrisburg, 
Sept. 
16 
(AP)—A 


statewide survey is under way to 
determine whether selective service 
and higher pay for national defense 
work have created a shortage of 
male teachers in Pennsylvania's pub- 
lic school system. 


"We have sent letters to all the 


schools in the state to determine 
how we stand," Dr. Francis B. Haas, 
superintendent of public instruction 
said today. "Within a week I ex- 
pect to have definite figures." 


The superintendent sadd a short- 


age of men teachers was noted in 
some rural school districts in ele- 
mentary grades and added: 


"We have also been informed of a 


shortage of vocational and manual 
training instructors as well as a 
lack of teachers in stale classes best 
taught by men." 


Asks Deferment 


His comment followed the pro- 


posal in Washington of Dr. Francis 
J. Brown, consultant for the Amer- 
ican Council of Education, to allow 
the teachers of vocational, physical 
and 'health, education deferment 
from military service. 


Brown also suggested schools in- 


crease salaries of teachers to make 
the 
profession 
more 
attractive. 


Pennsylvania has already done this 
for rural teachers, raising the min- 
imum in fourth class districts to 
$1,000 for elementary teachers and 
$1,200 for high school teachers. In 
addition, two annual raises of S50 
each were provided. 


Dr. Brown laid the teacher short- 


age to inductions into military serv- 
ice and to teachers leaving their 
jobs for higher oaying positions in 
defense industry. 


Turned to Industry 


Dr. Haas agreed, and added: 
"The defense boom has given 


many teachers an opportunity to 
do work which they once sought un- 
successfully. A lot of them turned 
to teaching when they couldn't get 
the jobs they wanted in private in- 
dustry because of the depression." 


The Pennsylvania educator said 


the survey "asked specifically what 
vacancies existed in the schools, 
what teachers were available for 
the work, and in what specific 
fields." 


The letters, he added, were sent 


to every school district in the com- 
monwealth.

ON TAX BILL 


Operator Refuses To Take 
Union Dues Off Pay Until 
Revolt Issue Is Settled 


Washington. Sept. 16 (AP) — Ad- 


ministration leaders called on the 
house to approve swiftly today the 
record-breaking 
$3,553.400,000 
tax 


bill and speed it toward the senate 
and the White House. 


They admitted, however, that if a 


roll call was demanded the huge 
revenue measure could not be ap- 
proved until tomorrow. 


As finally agreed upon by a joint 


senate-house conference committee 
yesterday, the compromise- version 
calls for new and higher levies all 
down the line. One of the most im- 
portant changes is a reduction in 
personal income tax exemptions — 
from $2,000 to $1,500 for married 
persons, and from $800 to $750 for 
single persons. 
The basic income 


tax rate would be increased from 4 
to 10 per cent, in the lowest "bracket. 


The measure also provides for 


new, stiff er excise levies — "nuisance 
taxes" on many necessities and 
luxuries, after October 1. Corpor- 
ation surtaxes likewise are to be 
upped. 


Expect New Bill 


Taking passage of the tax bill for 


granted, informed members of con- 
gress looked ahead to President 
Roosevelt's next lease-lend appro- 
priation request, which they ex- 
pected to receive by Wednesday or 
Thursday. Senator Barkley (Ky). 
majority leader in the senate, pre- 
dicted that the chief 
executive 


would ask between $5,000,000,000 and 
86,000,000,000 in addition to the S7,- 
000,000,000 already appropriated. 


In a report to congress yesterday, 


the chief executive said that S6,- 
281.237,421 of the existing fund had 
been allocated, that $3,555,587,895 
had been obligated under contracts 
and that $388,912,115 had 
been 


spent. The total value of defense 
articles actually transferred to for- 
eign governments was $246394,372 
up to August 31, the President re- 
ported, compared with $75.202.426 uo 
to May 31. when he made his first 
report.

RAF HELPING 
IN DEFENSE 


OF LENINGRAD 


By DEWITT MACKENZIE 
[By the Associated Press] 


The appearance of British-man- 


ned warplanes on the Russian front, 
presumably to assist the Reds in 
their defense of the Nazi siege of 
Leningrad, is a notable demonstra- 
tion of Allied cooperation—but it 
seems to me that it must be taken 
as emphasizing the position of this 
great and strategically vital city is 
critical. 


These planes are believed in Lon- 


don to have been rushed to 
the 


Bolshevist front by way of the Arc- 
tic port of Murmansk. The unit is 
being described vaguely as a "wing," 
but this likely means something like 
forty planes, with full RAP force, 
including ground personnel. 


Informed quarters in London says 


that further' strong air reinforce- 
ments are to follow, but by the 
slower route through Persia. 
So 


this first comparatively expedition- 
ary force represents a needle to try 
to pull Leningrad through a mighty 
tough situation. 


Luftwaffe-Big- Threat 


These 
British 
warplanes .may 


prove a Godsend to the hard-press- 
ed Reds, for Berlin tells us that the 
German airforce has, as usual, been 
a tower of strength in the Nazi of- 
fensive'. 
Indeed, the probabilities 


are that were it not for the Luft- 
waffe, the invaders would still be far 
from this ancient capital of the 
Czars, instead of claiming that they 
have pierced the outer rim of the 
city's fortifications. 


Forty British fighting planes—or 


whatever the number may be—con- 
stitute a small force .as compared 
with the total warplanes in action 
along the Busso-German front, but 
they can be of .big aid in a crisis. 
For instance, the Muscovites tell us 
today that the latest duel fought 
over Leningrad involved 100 planes 
and that the Germans fled after 
losing 17. 


Warplanes are the greatest help 


which Britain can give her- hard- 
pressed ally. 


Critical Time 


Right now is the critical time for j 


both the Nazis and the Bolshevists 
in the bloody battle raging along 
the extended front. Hitler has per- 
haps a fortnight of fairly good 
weather left in which to get himself 
favorably set for the winter—and 
the Reds are straining every nerve 
to prevent this. 


The Feuhrer.can have little hope 


that he won't have to hold a front 
in Russia through the winter, but 
he will have maneuvered 
himself 


into such position as to do this with 
the least effort if he can liquidate 
several difficulties. 
He must cap- 


ture Leningrad; he must hold liis 
line in the center opposite Moscow; 
Kiev, gpreat rail center and capital 
of the Ukraine must be captured. 
The stubborn and brilliant Russian 
defense at Odessa and along the 
Dnieper must be knocked out and 
the German lines placed 
farther 


east. 


Bad Weather Starts 


As things now stand it is pos- 


sible that the Nazis will achieve a 
considerable portion of this pro- 
gram. A great deal must depend 
on the weather, which already is 
beginning to break 
in 
northern 


Russia. 
Quick arrival of further 


British air reinforcements 
might 


influence the position. 


With so much of the strategical 


position in Russia confused in the 
minds of the general public by con- 
flicting claims, it is natural that 
the question of who really is win- 
ning should be constantly at the 
fore. I think the answer must be 
at the moment that if the query 
relates to the European war as a 
whole, then the Russians Have ad- 
vanced the Allies cause immeasur- 


j ably. 
If the question relates only 


j to the trend of the Russo-German 
! war. then we must say that Hitler 
is pushing the Reds very hard in- 
deed.

W ith so much of the strategical 
position iii Russia confused in the 
minds of the general public by con­ 
flicting claims, it is natural that 
the question of who really is win­ 
ning should be constantly at the 
fore. 
I think the answer m ust be 
at the m om ent th at if the query 
relates to the European war as a 
whole, then the Russians have ad­ 
vanced the Allies cause im measur­ 
ably. 
If the question relates only 
to the trend of the Russo-German 
war. then we m ust say that Hitler 
is pushing the Reds very hard m- 
deed.
